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THE LEGISLATURE 


Has Not Accomplished Very Much 


Up To Date. 


The In dian a 
legislature has now 
been in session nearly a month but 
very little of real importance has been 
done yet. 
A few bills of m inor 
im­ 
portance have been passed by each 
house but 
only two or three have 
reached the governor. 
T hose matters 
of most concern to the people have 
not been pushed to the front. 
The dem ocrats are holding a caucus 
about every day in an effort to get to­ 
gether and repeal the local option ac­ 
cording to the demand of the brewers, 
but there are ten or a dozen demo­ 
crats who have not been convinced 
that their obligations 
to Craw ford 
F airban ks, et al, are higher o r more 
binding than their duties to the peo­ 
ple. 
The House has passed the Sunday 
base ball bill which legalizes profes­ 
sional base ball on Sunday and this 
measure goes to the senate. 
Some 
lawyers contend 
that such 
a law 
would be c la ss legislation and would 
therefore not stand the test in the su­ 
preme court. 
Senator P ro c to r’s bill 
providing 
that no freight train shall carry more 
than sixty car- was recommended for 
indefinite postponement today. 
The bill introduced by Sen ator Benz 
to require all passenger trains to stop 
at county seat towns has been amended 
so as to apply only to the town of 
English, where Senator Benz 
lives. 
A resolution for the creation of a 
commission to arrange for the cele­ 
bration of the IbOth anniversary of 
the adm ission 
of Indiana into the 
Union was presented Jin senate T ues­ 
day. 
Each county would 
be repre­ 
sented on the commission which would 
arrange for an exposition in 1916. 
The senate has passed a 
bill 
pro­ 
viding that lowest bidders for m aterial 
•for construction or repair of gravel 
roads may appt )1 to the circuit court 
for a review of the action of com m is­ 
sioners aw arding the contract to a 
higher bidder. 
Senator M cCarty is at work on a 
bill to provide that no man sh all von 
until lie can show a receipt for poll tax 
paid at least six months before tiie 
date of the election. 
He believes that 
such a provision would do away with 
the foreign voters, problem 
that the 
payment of poll taxes would 
be cer­ 
tain evidence that the challenged man 
was a resident voter as stipulated un 
der the law. 
Several bills to better regulate the 
adoption of school books have been 
introduced and the first result 
is a 
lobby of book agents. 
Som e am end­ 
ments would help the existing law. 
but it will Vie a difficult matter for the 
legislature and the State B o a r d of 
Education to agree. 
More bills have been introduced to j 
amend the road laws than alo n g any 
other line. 
A score of law 
m akers 
have gone after the “ three mile r o a d “ 
law and it is su ie to be repealed or 
m aterially amended. 
The people are 
demanding legislation that will pre- , 
vent the absolute waste of so much 
money in road building and road r e ­ 
pairing.

He was a Judge 
and a member of State Legislatures, 
and while he was a student at Yale 
he knocked off to take a part in the 
War of the Revolution. 
In spite of 
all his work—and the dictionary alone 
was a tremendous labor—he lived to 
be 84 years old. Perhaps, however, the 
compiling of a dictionary conduces to 
longevity. 
I>r. Johnson was 75 when 
he died and Dr. Worcester 81. 
The 
language has grown wonderfully since 
these authorities wrote, and new boofck 
have superseded the old ones, but Web­ 
ster is 
still a household word, and 
though there may be some confusion 
l>etween Daniel and Noah the work of 
Noah has been consulted by millions 
who never read a line of the reply to 
Hayne. 
Thirty years ago there used 
to be much discussion over the com­ 
parative merits of Webster and Wor­ 
cester, and the Woreesterltes adopted 
a very superior tone ami said, or would 
have said if they had known the ex­ 
pression, that when it came to pro­ 
nouncing their author was simply out 
of sight. 
The claim was based on 
Worcester's residence in London, and 
one of the most delicious things in re­ 
cent literature is the ridicule that Pro­ 
fessor Lounsbury pours upon it.

thority of London gave him material 
enough for the purpose, hut both lex­ 
icographers were fine and able men and 
a credit to their country.

Francis J. Heney, Chief Prosecutor 
in the San Francisco graft cases and 
Assistant District Attorney, who was 
recently shot in the head by Morris 
Haas, has become 
famous in 
the 
West as a fighter of graft and graf­ 
ters, and he has had one other nar­ 
row escape from death. 
He attract­ 
ed the attention of United States At­ 
torney-General Knox in 19 01, when 
Heney was defending United States 
Judge Noyes 
before 
the 
Supreme 
Court of the United 
States, 
when 
the Judge was involved in the Nome 
ring scandal. 
Heney’s argument so 
impressed Mr. Knox that he offered 
him an appointment as special prose­ 
cutor in the Oregon land fraud cases. 
Heney was then 38 years old and had 
a fair practice. 
He took the appoint­ 
ment and prosecuted the grafters in 
the land fraud cases so successfully 
that when San Francisco awakened 
to the realization that it was graft 
ridden he was called upon to act as 
a 
special 
prosecutor 
there, 
and 
a fund of $100,000 was contributed 
for him with which to begin work. 
Francis Joseph Heney, the son of 
an Irishman, was born in Lima, N. 
Y„ on March 17, 1859 . 
His family 
moved to San Francisco in 1863, and 
there he lived his boyhood in the 
south of Market district, known then 
as now as the rendezvous for wild 
gangs 
of youngsters who knew no 
fear or limit to their deviltry. 
The 
husky youngster learned to fight be­ 
fore he learned to read. I,ater, when 
he knew how* to 
read 
and 
was 
cramming his head full of prepara­ 
tory stuff for the matriculation 
ex­ 
aminations at the University of Cali­ 
fornia 
he did not forget 
how 
to 
fight. 
He entered the university at 
Berkeley with the class of ’82. 
Heney never knew what fear meant 
and was always ready for trouble.

S y Joseph HL Ad am 
HE mllk-dealers of Now York have heretofore complied with 
city ordinnnees requiring a certain percentage of butter fata 
and total solids, the laok of preservatives and adulterants. But 
these things in themselves are not enough. 
Beyond lies the 
greatest menace, that of dirt, disease, bacilli and high bacterin 
count, all of which this semi-opaque fluid conceals from the 
nake*d eya. 
There are nearly 2.000,000 quarts of fluid milk dis­ 
tributed 
in 
Greater New York, daily and it is conservatively estimated 
that this fluid contains upwards of 600 pounds of 
manure and dirt loaded 
with disease, bacteria and foul matter and sediment. 
A/bout 1,000,000 quarts 
are delivered in bottles, the balance being in open cans. 
There are some 
600.000 quarts of pasteurized milk delivered each day, 16.800 quarts of certi­ 
fied milk, and 6,000 quart® of inspected milk. 
Prom this it appears that the 
greatest amount of milk used is the ordinary raw product, gathered from ten 
to three hundred and fifty miles outside of New York, some of it on the rail­ 
road for twenty-four hours or more, and not properly cooled In transit; so 
that when it is received it is more fit for the sewer than the stomach of 
man. 
The New York Board of Health placed their restrictions on milk so 
that purchasers would know exactly what they w-ere obtaining, without mis­ 
representation or (false statem ent by milkmen or datry-kands.—Harper's 
Weekly.

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The Beginners of 
Romantic Opera.

HOUGH Beethoven is called the father of tho romantic school of 
T 


instrumental music, the fathering, or as Rockstro sam, "the 
invention,” of the romantic school of opera is credited to Carl 
Maria von Weber. 
Philip Spitta goes oven farther; 
"Of all 
the German musicians of the nineteenth century, none has ex- 
ercised a greater influence over his own generation and that 
succeeding it than Weber. 
His influence was even greater 
than that of Beethoven.” 
Weber’s opinion of Beethoven was a strange mixture of contempt and 
reverence. 
Some of his works he called ‘‘chaos," declaring their com/poser 
to be “fit for the madhouse.” 
But “Fidelio” w*as one of his reverences, 
and he conducted it with delight. 
He wrote to Beethoven in 1823: 
“This 
mighty work is teeming with German grandeur aud depth of feeling. 
Bach 
performance of it will be a festival to me.” 
Weber was born sixteen years after Beethoven, in 1786. and died one 
year earlier, at the age of forty, his last years being spent in a hopeless 
struggle 
against 
consumption. 
His mother and father were traveling 
musicians, and his cousin was the Constance Weber whom Mozart married. 
Weber wrote his first opera at twelve, and at thirteen he corn loosed an opera 
which was played in fife cities. 
In early manhood he became a court 
musician at Stuttgart, and plunged into a whirl of dissipation. 
His opera 
"Silvana” was about to be produced when he was dragged from a rehearsal 
and thrown into prison on a charge of dishonesty, 
He was in time acquitted 
of this, but he and his father were shipped over the border and banished for 
life. 
It was the best thing that could have happened to the young rake. 
The shock and the disgrace made a great man of him. His interrupted opera 
was produced successfully at Frankfort the same year with lasting success 
His future wife played the soubrette p a rt—From Smith's Magazine.

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The Tsar’s Spy 
System in America 
Ry G u a ta v u s Myers 
N all our large cities are colonies of Russian refugees. 
In New 
York city there are at least 850,000 former subjects of the 
Tsar; of these fully 50,000 can be classiified as distinct political 
refugees who, in more or less measure, were involved in the 
revolutionary 
movement. 
Chicago, 
Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg, 
Boston and many other cities have their compact groups. 
On 
coming here the refugees do not in the slightest abate their 
efforts for a free government at home. 
On the contrary, having freedom 
of action, they redouble their activities. 
Many of them promptly become 
attached to one or more of tile various Russian revolutionary societies which 
have powerful organizations in this country. 
The Russian Revolutionary S>o 
clety is one of these, the Russian Social Democratic party another, the 
Bund a third, and the League of Friends of Russian Freedom a fourth. 
In 
addition to these societies sinai! organizations or groups are in militant 
existence. 
These societies are a constant source of worriment and fear to the 
Tsar and his bureaucrats. 
With an almost perfect system of underground 
com »i 
den ce with their fellow revolutionists in Russia and elsewhere, and 
possessing the ability at all times to raise funds, plan campaigns and ac­ 
quaint the world, particularly America, with the appalling facts of what is 
going on in Russia, they cause the autocracy vastly more trepidation than 
an uprising of the populace in Russia itself. 
Hitherto -the Tsar has bren able to crush popular movements by his 
army, and believes that he can continue to succeed by force indefinitely. 
But the revolutionary societies in other countries are beyond the pele of his 
immediate many-eyed and many-armed jurisdiction. 
From the secrecv of 
their deliberations may come portentous events, culminating in his own re­ 
moval aud the effacement of the whole autocracy. 
Even lf this is unlikely, 
one thing is certain. 
From the councils of the revolutionary societies there 
radiates a ceaseless flow of agitation which somehow reaches the remotest 
hamlets of Russia; 'rom their arcana go forth revolutionary missionaries and 
agents on secret and momentous undertakings. 
And, as every one knows, 
agitation is considered in Russia the climax of crimes.

A Stopping Place on the Tape to Cairo ^

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The dark comes down with African 
swiftne-ss and at 8 o'clock the train 
stops for the night at Cherna. 
In­ 
stantly all is life and bustle. 
In 
en incredibly short time all the na­ 
tives on the train—and .they often 
number a hundred, either going to 
or returning from the mines—are 
busy making fires by the side of the 
track upon which to cook their even­ 
ing meal. 
Our own boy is busy with 
the rest, making a fire also and boil­ 
ing water for tea. 
In fifteen minutes you have the new 
experience of a dark African night, 
with its ’brilliant southern stars and 
the blazing fires, each within its cir­ 
cle of laughing, chattering natives, 
whose w'hite teeth gleam in the fire­ 
light as they throw their heads back 
in huge enjoyment of any joke. They 
are almost uncanny, those gleaming 
white teeth! 
Everywhere just fire­ 
light and black, indistinguishable fig 
ures and rows of gleaming teeth! 
The second evening we stop at C 
o’clock, while 
it 
is 
still daylight, 
and so we get a longer stroll. 
We 
have now made friends with the one 
or two travellers, and a little friend­ 
ly gossip passes the time until a 
meal is ready. 
It is so interesting 
to knowr why these other travellers 
are there, each in his way so differ­ 
ent from the traveller at home, who 
excites neither interest nor surprise. 
Here is a Belgian going to the 
Congo, manager, of course, of some 
big rubber plantation or mine, whose 
wife is brave enough to accompany 
her husband into the Back of Be­ 
yond. 
Here is a native commission­ 
er for Northeastern Rhodesia taking 
his wife and child to some distant 
outpost only to be reached after per­ 
haps ten or twenty days’ trek. 
One 
looks at the woman w’ith a sense of 
awe. She is young, pretty and charm­ 
ing and out there where she is go­ 
ing there is no other woman, no 
doctor within perhaps eighty mile®, 
no other child for her child to play 
with—nothing but days and weeks of 
monotony and the silence one can 
hear. 
We look at her with awe be­ 
cause we know’ she is a heroine. We 
know she is going in a measure to 
a silent martyrdom, unless the man 
for ‘whom she goes can be all things 
to her. 
Later on the station master regales 
us all with an excellent phonograph, 
and the rows of glistening teeth glis­ 
ten more persistently than ever as 
the natives gather around both awed 
and delighted. 
Then once more w*e all retire to 
sleep and next morning awake re­ 
freshed to the contemplation of the 
(loveliest part of the whole route, 
the hilly district between Kafue and 
Lasaakas. 
Kafue we had passed the 
previous afternoon and gazed in sur­ 
prise at the fine bridge across the 
river, the longest bridge In Africa. 
All through the last day the scen­ 
ery is again chiefly forest, and at 
one place the spot is pointed out 
where the engineer recently alighted 
from his caboose and shot tw’o lions 
while the train waited. 
He explains 
himself how there w’ere three or four 
playing together quite near the line, 
like huge dogs, and how\ being at the 
back of the train, he got in*the first 
shot and killed one instantly. 
The 
guard and engine driver came hurry­ 
ing along then, but before they ar­ 
rived he had put in his second shot 
and bagged a second animal.

who is confined in jail in Providence 
for the unpardonable 
s!d of owing 
sixty-eight cents.” 
James Bell, keeper of the debtor’s 
jail in New York, in a document sub­ 
mitted to the State Senate stated 
that in 1816 729 persons were con­ 
fined to the jail under his control 
for debts under $25 each. 
Nearly all 
of these would, he asserted, have 
starved except for the bounty of the 
Humane Society. 
Bell himself was 
com pelled to beg for fuel to keep 
them from freezing. 
He specifically mentions the cases 
of Dins Lyman, imprisoned for three 
years for a debt of less than $50. 
and of George Riley, imprisoned for 
six years, also for a debt of less 
than $50. 
Both of the men were 
supported while imprisoned by char­ 
ity. 
In other States, as Massachu­ 
setts and Rhode island, the creditor 
was required to provide for the board 
of the imprisoned debtor. When 
this 
was not forthcoming the debtor was 
discharged.

Only Two Estates In England Where 
the Sport is Followed. 
Parts of certain great parks in 
England, such as Eridge Park, the 
oldest .deer park in the kingdom, are 
kept practically wild in their original 
forest state, while near to the cas­ 
tle is the cultivated home park. 
Eridge Park contains 3,000 acre* 
and is the only estate in Bogland, 
with one exception, \|here deer tak­ 
ing with hounds is still carried on. 
The other plat e is Woburn, the Dub* 
of Bet!ford’s seat. 
The Marquis of Abergavenny is 
the owner of Eridge Park, but it once 
formed part of the royal chase. 
It 
still retains the wild beauty it then 
had, although there are more than 
seventy miles of lovely drives in it, 
not counting those of the home park. 
Deer 
taking 
is entirely different 
from deer hunting. The object is ta 
take the animals alive iso that they 
may be transferred to the home park 
to be fattened and eventually turn­ 
ed into venison. 
The sport is by no means as tame 
as it sounds. 
A seven to nine year 
old red deer is an awkward customer 
to tackle. 
He is powerful, agile and 
well armed with antlers and hoofs. 
When there is to be a deer tak­ 
ing at Eridge Park 
the meet i» 
planned for ll o’clock at the park 
keepers house. 
The under keepers, 
with

stag should he come their way.

foot. 


Carr of Ihe Flock. 
Sheep need little shelter except to 
keep off rain and snow. 
I have al­ 
ways allowed them to stay out in the 
coldest weather, if it was not stormy. 
However, I never, under any circum­ 
stances, allow them to take rains and 
snows in winter, writes a correspondent 
of Farm and Home. 
At this Season I give good clover 
hay. and in addition a little silage or 
corn fodder about three times a wreek. 
I feed twice a day in the yard on tho 
ground if it is frozen, but when the 
ground is not frozen I feed in racks 
In the sheep barn. 
I feed a little en­ 
tire grain, mostly oats to the breeding 
ewes. 
My troughs are made of three boards, 
S feet long, the bottom one IO inches 
wide and the sides (J inches, as shown 
in sketch. 
I scatter the oats thin in 
these troughs and the sheep cannot get 
a large mouthful. 
Thus better masti­ 
cation of the grain is secured than in 
narrow troughs. 
I have fed threshed 
oats to my sheep for a good many 
year*’ and have not as yet exi>erie»eed 
any bad results from their use. 
I fet'd 
oats until after lambing time, then I

add about one ear of shelled corn to 
one pint of oats {tor day. 
I know from my own experience that 
it pays to keep sheep, provided they 
are kept well, and those who do not 
do this are very likely to condemn the 
breed of sheep which they may happen 
to have or the breeding stock which 
they have purchased for the improve­ 
ment of their flock when the fault is 
really their own.

In 1829 it was estimated that 75,000 
persons were annually imprisoned for 
debt in the United States, and at 
that date the practice has been abol­ 
ished in at least two States, namely, 
Ohio and Kentucky. 
In 1830 the esti­ 
mated number of individuals impris­ 
oned on account of debt was: In Mas­ 
sachusetts, 3.000; in New York, 10,- 
000; in Pennsylvania, 7,000; in Mary­ 
land, 3,000 or a total of 23,000 in four 
States. 
The average of the debts for which 
persons were deprived of their lib­ 
erty was small—under $50. 
In the

at 
Pedham,

M ass, out of a total of fifty-two 
debtors confined within its walls onlv 
nine owed more than $50 and sixteen 
owed $10 or less. 
A local society for the relief of 
debtors confined for small debts pro­ 
cured the release of fifteen persons 
whose debts added together amount­ 
ed to only $132, an average of less 
than $9.

F eeding Home*. 
It is generally believed that horses 
must not be fed clover hay’ for fear of 
the heaves. This is a mistake. If t lie 
horse is given the proper quantity of 
clover and not overfed there is no 
danger of the heaves. 
A horse should 
never he fed more than he will eat up 
clean, either grain or hay. 
Without 
a doubt oats is the best general food 
for a horse, and gens well with tim­ 
othy hay. 
A good change is to once 
or twice a week give a feed of corn 
and clover with bran mash. 
When 
a horse does not clean up his feed it 
is best to try a change. 
Feeding and 
watering should be done at regular in­ 
tervals, the watering always before the 
eating. 
Above all things, do not give 
a horse water immediately after eat­ 
ing. 
It should never be given before 
at least an hour after be has finished 
his meal.

K e e p i n g Soil in Good Shape. 
When there is plenty of moisture in 
spring, 
followed 
by 
dry 
aud 
hot 
weather during June and July, the con­ 
dition is just right for spoiling the 
soil, especially if untimely plowing bas 
left the fields in a badly baken condi­ 
tion. 
If the result of such conditions 
lasted but one season the matter would 
not be so serious, but it has frequently 
been observed that land badly puddled 
and subsequently hard baked can riot be 
retrieved in many years. 
It is harder 
to reduce such soil than the toughest 
hard-pan. 
In fact, it will require sev­ 
eral seasons of careful work to bring 
these soils into good condition again. 
It is a bad practice to stir ground 
when it is wet, yet it is done every 
spring. 
Crops are puddled in every 
year, and it is a wonder that we get 
any crops at all from them? 
fields. 
Such fields are the first to dry up 
when summer droughts strike us, for 
capillarity has been so completely de­ 
stroyed that the crops can not draw 
upon the water reserves, and the ele­ 
ments needed for growth of the crops 
are so securely locked up in the clods 
that they are not available. 
It is the natural tendency of all soil 
to become firmer. 
It is to liq ted down 
by even the gentlest rains, and beating 
rains will render it almost impervious 
to water. 
Good farming must undo 
this work by breaking up these crusts 
and keeping the soil in good condition. 
All practical farmers know that soils 
are tx'st by being plowed and cultivated 
at just the right time, hut not many 
have the patience to stand by, when 
the season is getting late. or put off 
cultivation and allow weeds to get the 
upper hand. Brown says there is more 
to he gained by properly working our 
soils than in fertilizing them. 


Wind Colic in Horwc*. 
The treatment for wind colic differs 
very materially from that of cramp 
colic. Absorbents are of some service, 
and charcoal may be given 
in 
any 
quantity. Relaxants are also beneficial 
in this form of colic. Chloral hydrate 
not only possesses this quality, but it 
also is a pain reliever. 
It is particu­ 
larly well adapted to the treatment of 
wind colic, and should he given in 1- 
ounee doses in a pint of water. 
Di­ 
luted alcohol or whisky may be given, 
or aromatic spirits of ammonia in 1- 
ounee 
doses 
at short intervals. 
A 
physic should always be given in flatu­ 
lent colic as early as possible, the best 
being 1-ounce doses of Barados aloes. 
Injections, per rectum, of turpentine, I 
to 2 ounces; linseed oil. S ounces, may 
bo given freqquently to stimulate the 
peristaltic motion of the bowels and 
favor the escape of wind. 
Blankets 
wrung out of bot water do much to af­ 
ford relief; they should he renewed 
every five or ten minutes and covered 
with a dry, woolen blanket. This form 
of colic is much more fatal than cramp 
co1 ic, and requires prompt and persist­ 
ent treatment, 
it is entirely unsafe 
to predict the result, some apparent 
mild attacks going on to speedy death, 
while others that api*»nr at the onset 
to be* very severe yielding rapidly to 
treatment. 
Do not cease your effort* 
until you know the animal is past help.
